To the Chupters of the American Red 

Cross: 

The War Councfl sends greetings to 
the chapters of the American Red 
Cross on the occasion of their upnual 
meetings for 1918. 

With these greetings go congratula- 
tions on the great ‘work of the chapters 
during the past year and, above all 
things, on the wonderfn! spirit of sac- 
rifice and partriotisn which bas per- 
vaded that work. 

The strength of the Red Croxs rests 
upon its chapters, They are itx bone 
and sinew. They supply its funds, 
they supply its men and women, they 
supply tts enthusiasm. Let us. then, 
review together the Red Cross story 
of the pust year. 

Some fidua of the size to which your 
Red Cross tumily has grown may be 
gathered from the following facts: 

On May 1, 1917, just before the ap- 
peintment ef the War Cvuuncil, the 
American Red Cross bad 486,104 mem- 
bers werking through 562 chapters. 

On July 31,

Junior Red Cross—na total enrolment 
of ever onefourth the pepasation of 
the United States,

Ry the terms under’ which the first 
Red Cruss war fund was rnised, the 
chapters were entitled to retain. 26 per 
cent of the umount collected, In order 
diefray local expenses, to carry on their 
home service work, to purchnse ma- 
terials to be utllized In chapter praduc- 
tion and otherwise to meet the numer. 
ons calls nude upon them. The chap- 
fers Were thus entitled to retain pearly 
$29,000,000. As a matter of fact, their 
actunl retentions amounted to uply 
about $22,000,000, 

Out of cnilections from annual mem- 
berships,. the chapters have retained 
about $11.000,000. 

From this total sum. therefore, of $33.- 
000,000 retuined by the chupters, they 
have met all the oftentimes very heavy 
local demande upon them, and in addi- 
tion have provided for use by national 
headquarters products valued, - as 
stated above, at upwards of $414,000,- 
000. 

The chapters have {un effect returned 
to the War Councll, not alone the $83,- 
000.000 retained out of the war fund 
tiembership dies bat, in value of 
actual product, an additional contribu, 
tion of nt Ienat $11,000,000.

‘Of Importance to Farmers or Wheat 
Growers. 
To the Farmers of Michigan: 

The following telegram was receiv- 
ed from Mr. Hoover under date of 
October 7th. 

“Please give wide publicity to the 
following. Enlarged demaids by 
General Pershing for materig! result- 
ing from progress on ‘tie Western 
front has necessitated temporary di- 
version of grain ships to his service. 
This temporarily curtails wheat move- 
ment from seaboard and has filled our 
seaboard and terminal elevators and 
thus checks movement. It is report- 
ed that some farmers have become 
panicky and are‘selling wheai at less 
than government prices. No occasion 
for this, if holders will have a little 
patience. Wheat will all be moved 
and full price assured to every grow- 
er.” 

The State food administration is 
aware of the fact that the marketing 
of wheat in Michigan has been un- 
usually free this fall and that local 
. Mills and elevators have not bean abie 

to hold the wheat thus offered them. 
Michigan has only about fifty percent 
of the normal crop and if this move- 
compelled to run on short and many of 
compeled to run on short and many of 
them will close down entirely. 

The shipping out of the state of 
Michigan wheat will result in a seri- 
ous shortage of mill feeds and conse- 
quent higher prices, resulting from 
the.shipment of mill feeds from west- 
ern points, These out-going ship- 
ments are requiring the use of thou- 
sends of cars under present congested 
traffic conditions and if the mills of 

. Michigan are to operate after the first 
of January, thousands of other cars 
will be required to ship wheat under 
unfavorable weather conditions. 

An appeal is therefore issvied that 
Michigan farmers, financially able to 
do s0, hold their wheat until a later 
date, thus assuring the grinding of 
this wheat by local mills and retaining 
the mill feeds, to a very great extent 
for use in-the state. This will work 
to the advantage of the farmer in two 
ways, he will secure a higher price 

- for wheat than is now ruling and will 
be able to purchase his mill feeds at 


the low price establishd in the Fair]. 


Price Schedule for mills. 

. Do not market your wheat faster 
than Michigan mills can mill it, other- 
wise much of it willbe shipped out of 
the state, thus increasing the shortage 
of mill feeds. The Food Administra- 
tion of Michigan does not want this 
to happen and the Michigan farmer 
can not afford to have it happen. A 
bulletin has been issued to all mills and 
elevators in Michigan establishing a 
Brice for No. 2 Red Winter Wheat of 
$2.10 per bushels, based on Grand Ra- 
pids freight rates to seaboard,
